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DIRECTORS MEET IN KINGS CANYON 


Nesuming a prewar schedule, the Board of 
Directors of the Sierra Club held their 
Fall meeting on September 1 at Cedar 
Grove, in Kings Canyon National Park. 
Present as special guests were James Gib- 
son, Regional Recreation Director for the 
US Forest Service, and Colonel John Rh. 
White, Superintendent of Kings Canyon- 
Sequoia National Parks. 


Wilderness Problems Discussed 
Principal topics discussed by the Board 
and their guests were problems of recre- 
ational use of wild or wilderness areas 
in National Forests and National Parks. 
Specific areas under present considera- 
tion are the San Gorgonio i’etional Forest 
Wild Area and the floor of the Kings 
Canyon. But the problems are more general 
than specific, and can be resolved into 
the single question, "low rmch timprove~ 
ment! is to be tolerated in a hitherto 
undeveloped area which has been set aside 
for its wilderness features?" 

Both at San Gorgonio and in the Kings 
Canyon Park, commercial and "sportsnen's" 
interests are prossing for extension of 
existing roads into supposedly wild re- 
gions. 

Board Passes Rosolution 
Mindful of the sisierst and fishermen'ts un- 
derstandable desires to reach easily 
country which is so far accessible only on 
foot, and et fully aware of the irrevers- 
ible nature of road-building and develop- 
ment, the Directors spent much of their 
time in trying to arrive at a balance be- 
tween the factors involved, With refer- 
ence to the San Gorgonio Vild Area, it 
was resolved: that the Sierra Club 
favors: 

1. Aoquisition of all privately owned 
land prior to the taking of any action 
which would increase the value of such
